SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book presents and discusses the sadistic treatment of women, as this has been 
presented in various mediums in an historical and geographical context. The book 
tends to support this theme of sadistic force against women, by endorsing the images 
as being legitimate modes of social entertainment. The text provides a context in 
which the theme is discussed as being a part of popular culture, and provides detailed 
references to access the material. This is considered to tend to support the use of 
violence or coercion to compel any person, in this case women, to participate in or 
submit to sexual conduct. In addition, within the sexualised context of Bondage and 
Discipline practice, the book contains a graphic exhibition of scenes of torture, the 
infliction of serious violence and extreme cruelty. These factors are discussed above 
under the relevant criteria and are considered to be supported by the sexualised 
imagery of the female victims. 

The book as a whole presents a relished view of violence and sexual violence against 
women. Therefore, the availability of the publication is considered to be likely to be 
injurious to the public good and is classified objectionable. 
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
